Inside History of a Vilo Charge Against 


an Old Farmer. 


Ens. REPUBLICAN :—The uudersiirned, who 


profess to be law abiding citizens of Friends 
Greek and Maroa townships,having- read the re- 
port made in the Deoatur papers of last week 
with regard to the assault, &c., made on C. L. 
Merker, believe that it is our duty to make the 
following statement: Mr. Merker, as we un- 
derstand, was p'asslng- Mr. Austin Thrift's, on 
horseback, in a quiet manner, saying or doing 
nothins to anyone. Mrs. Thrift called to her 
son to briDK the gun and shoot Merker.
